ON THE PRINZESS IRENE 


A Little Blaze in Midocean Stirs 
Immigrants to a Frenzy. 


WILD RUSH TO ESCAPE IT 


No Danger, but 200 Women and Chil- 
dren Thought the Ship Doomed— 
Defective Electric Wiring 


Defective electric light insulation caused 
a fire in No. 2 compartment of the wo- 
men's steerage on the lower ’tween decks 
of the North German Lloyd liner Prinzess 
Irene in midocean on Thursday night 
last and created a panic among the ex- 
citable Italian immigrants who boarded 
the steamer at Naples. 

Over 200 women and children occupied 
the compartment, which was reserved for 
unmarried women and children. Many 
of them were in their berths prostrated 
with seasickness when the flames burst 
out. 

The fire ran along the casing of the 
electric wires in the middle of the com- 
partment, and when they saw it all 
thoughts of seasickness were forgotten 
by the women and children. They made a 

desperate charge to get to the two narrow 
{ companionways which led up to the deck, 
‘and trampled and fought with each other 

in their mad panic to get away from the 


flames.

ENDS TELEPHONE CALLS 


Disgusted with Service; a Harlem 
Druggist Cuts the Cable, 


A WHOLE BLOCK AFFECTED 


People Protest, but Dr. Bruner Won't 
Surrender Till the Company Gives 
Him the Slot Machine He Wants. 


Since 8 o'clock on Saturday afternoon 
not a single telephone bell has been 
heard In the block bounded by 136th and 
137th Streets and Kighth and Edgecombe 
Avenues, The responsibility for this ex- 
traordinary state of affairs is said to 
rest entirely with Dr. Emil Bruner and 
his little hatchet. The doctor, who runs 
a drug store at 2,543 Eighth Avenue, ad- 


mits this, but declares that he did not 
mean to cause so much trouble, 

“ This telephone trust is run by a bunch 
of robbers,” he said last night. “I've 
stood their ways just as long as I can, 


and now I have simply used the first} 


chance to get even. Yes, I took my 
hatchet yesterday and made a trip to the 
cellar. There I found the telephone cable 

that contains all the wires for this block, 

and I hacked the thing just as much as I 
could, I didn’t realize at the time what a 

lot of trouble it would make or perhaps 

I might have dealt more gently with it. 

‘You see,’’ the doctor went on, “the 
trust has been overcharging me for my 
telephone right along. I have had a 
public telephone in my shop, and the 
bills they send for it are terrible. [I 
; knew there was something wrong, so I 
tried to fix it up by n&ving a slot ma- 
chine put in. But they put in what I 
call a ‘dishonest slot machine.’ That is, 
a man comes tn and has a long-distance 
call. When he gets through Central, in- 
stead of telling him to drop the amount, 
say 60 cents, into the slot, he says: Pay 
the man in the store.’ Then he hands 
me a nickel and beats it. 

“That game has cost me a nice sum, 
and I won’t put up with it any more. 
How can I be watching the people all the 
time to know what place they are talking 
to? I may be occupled selling castor oil or 
something, and the first thing I know a 
half-dollar call has been obtained by 
some one for a nickel. 

“Well, I asked the company to put in 
an honest machine, one in which all the 
calls would have to be paid, but they 
either didn’t have one or wouldn't oblige 
me. I got tired waiting for it and paying 
their bills, so I got busy with my hatchet.” 

There was an outcry yesterday among 
the people living in the block affected. 
Dr. J. H. Store of 30 Edgecombe Avenue, 
D. M. Newberger of 32 Edgecombe Ave- 
nue, and Harry Bell of 26 Edgecombe 
Avenue were some of those who com- 
plained of having their service shut off. 
When the telephone people were asked 
about it they expressed entire ignorance 
of the whole thing. 

A reporter went Into Dr. Bruner’s cellar 
and saw the cable. It was plainly out 
of business. A committee from those who 
have telephones in the block went to Dr. 
Bruner and asked him to come to terms 
with the company and have the cable 
fixed. He said he would give in only 
if the company would put in the kind of 
a slot machine he wants, and there the 
matter stands.

At the same time dense smoke spread 
throughout that portion of the Basilica, 
and a strong odor of gunpowder filled 
the air. Confusion and panic at once 


seized the people. The Canon at the altar 
tried to quiet them. He shouted: “Do 
not be afraid; it is nothing, merely the 
noonday gun.” His words, however, had 
little effect. They were refuted by the 
smoke and the pungent smell of powder, 
and the people continued their headlong 
flight. Chairs were overthrown, mak- 
ing the confusion more serious. Men and’ 
women fled, stumbling in all directions, 
and the screams of children and cries 
of anguish were heard on all sides. 

For a few moments it seemed as if 
nothing could obviate a grave disaster, 
The vast size of the church, however, 
gave room for the crowd to scattér, and 
soon the people were surging toward the 
doors, excited and nervous, but orderly, 

As soon as the smoke cleared away @ 
hasty examination showed that nobody 
had been hurt in the crush, and further 
more that no one had been wounded by 
ithe explosion. Calm was gradually re« 
| stored, and some persons returned te 
view the extent of the damage. 


Bomb at Tomb of Clement XIll, 


It was discovered that the bomb had 
been placed under a scaffolding which 
had been erected to facilitate repairs to 
the roof exactly over the celebrated tomb 
of Clement XIII. by Canova, which cone 
sists of a figure of the Pope and two 
lions, and which ts one of the most re- 
markable pieces of sculpture in the Basil- 
ica. Thig tomb ranks among the finest 
efforts of modern soulpture, and by its 
execution Canova established his repu.~ 
tation. 
| When the first gendarmes reached the

| smoldering, but this fire was easily ex~= 
| tinguished. The tomb was found to be 
| absolutely uninjured, and even the pave+ 
ment shows scarcely any sign of the ex= 
plosion. An examination of the remains

that unless it was crudely prepared on 
purpose to mislead it was manufactured 
in the country and brought into Rome. 
}It is believed that the bomb had a very 
jlong fuse in order to enable the criminal —

It has been impossible to trace him, and 
no one has any recollection of seeing @ ~ 
man who by his movements might have 
aroused suspicion. 

The Pope was engaged in his regular 
noon-hour devotions when the bomb went 
off. He heard a muffled sound, which

the Vatican, at once hurriedly entered 
the Pontiff's chamber. They were so 
pale that the Pope immediately asked, 
“What has happened?’ 

“Do not be alarmed, Holy Father,” was 
the answer. “A bomb has exploded in 
the Basilica, but fortunately there are 
no deaths to deplore and no one has been

Peter's, where he met a number of 
the Papal authorities, including Count 
Camillo Pecci, a nephew of Leo XIII., and 
Commandant of the Palatine Guard. 

The explosion produced no alarm outside 
the Basilica, the sound being taken by 


everybody for the noonday gun, but by} 


the afternoon the news was known all 
over the city, and a stream of people 
went through the church to view the 
gcene of the explosion.

“| Laugh,” Says Caruso. 

Signor Caruso was smilingly oonfident 
yesterday., In talking with THe Times 
reporter last night he said: 

‘““My answer to that ridiculous report 
that I intend leaving this country on La 
Savoie next Thursday is, ‘Je ris,’ (I 
laugh.) I have nothing to fear, and an 
act like that would show that I was 
afraid and had to run away. 

“The whole affair is a great mistake.

HE SAILS FOR PORTO RICO

COLON, Nov. 18.—President Roosevelt 
and his party sailed last night for Ponce, 
Porto Rico, on board the battleship 
Louisiana. 

After riding on horseback through the 
muddy streets of Colon yesterday after- 
noon, the President went to the residence 
of Mr. Biers, General Manager of the 
Panama Railroad, for dinner. Those 
present included Chairman of the Canal 
Commission Shonts and Mrs. Shonts, 
Chief Engineer and Mrs. Stevens, Secre- 
tary Latta, and Surgeon General Rixey. 
The Secret Service men with the Presil- 
dential party dined in an adjoining house. 

At 8:30 o'clock President Roosevelt 
reached Pier No. 11, where there was an 
enthusiastic gathering of at least 800 per- 
sons, principally canal employes at Chris- 
tobal. and other points along the line. 
Here the President ascended the band- 
stand and made a thirty-minute speech. In 
giving his impressions of the work on the 
canal, he said he was pleased with what 
already had been done. He then paid his 
respects to those who had adversely criti- 
cised the work. 

“How about Poultney Bigelow?’’ asked 
one of the auditors. 

With much deliberation the President re- 
marked that in every large work rowed,

CONFLICT OF OUSTER SUITS. 


Ohio Attorneys of Standard Ol! Com- 
pany So Affirm.

FINDLAY, Ohio, Nov. 18.—Local attor- 
neys of the Standard Oil Company say 
the ouster suits against the Standard Oil

The for- 
mer occasionally made a set speech on 
some topic of the day, but very seldom, 
and such spseches have little or no effect. 
Mr. Depew’s had none at all, being chief- 
ly speeches of the kind which he was once 
noted for on after-dinner occasions. Aside 
from these speeches he never took part in 
influencing legislation. 

Naturally no deputy Senator from the 
House could venture any attempt to in- 
fluence upper house legislation as a 
spokesman of New York on such subjects;

ROOT MAKES APPEAL 
FOR MORE STEAMSHIPS 


We Have Not Enough to Compete 
with Europe for Trade, 


CHANCES IN SOUTH AMERICA 


Hé Advises Chicago to Deepen its 


Drainage Canal and Go After 
Business There. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 18.—Secretary of State 
Elihu Root to-day advised Chicago to 
**deepen its drainage canal and go after 
the trade of the South American coun- 
tries.”’ To the country In general he ad- 
vised, ‘‘ build more steamship lines.”’ 

‘*There’s a great trade in South Amer- 
ica that this country should acquire,’’ said 
the Secretary, who remained in Chicago 
for two hours during the afternoon while 
on his way to Kansas City. ‘‘ Naturally, 
I suppose that Chicago is interested 
through its commercial associations, as is 
every other city, in measures for obtain- 
ing this great trade. First the trade must 
be earned and deserved by fair dealing 
and trustworthy goods of quality that 
compare favorably with those of Euro- 
pean countries. 

“Chicago should deepen its drainage 
canal as soon as possible so that it can 
obtain an outlet to the Gulf and thereby 
acquire this great market lying at our 
doors on the south. With the deep water- 
way constructed Chicago will have all the 
trade that it can carry. Then I would 
advise more steamship lines. We haven't 
enough ships to traffic with foreign coun- 
tries in competition with Europe.” 

Referring to President Roosevelt's visit 
to the Isthmus, Mr. Root said: 

“It will do a great deal of good. For 
the next two and a half years all sorts of 
questions relating to the canal will be 
continually arising. The President will 
be able to form his own conclusions as a 
result of his personal observation. At 
first I was opposed to his visit on the 
ground of possible personal danger, but I 
expect after all he is just as safe in tak- 


ing a sea voyage as he is in taking a 
railway journey.” 

Speaking of his recent trip through the 
South American countries he said: 

‘“‘Everywhere I met with unbounded 
hospitality, which was demonstrated in 
every possible way both by officials 
and individuals. There had been an 
{mpression, I think, that there was a 
feeling of arrogance on the part of the 
people and the Government of this coun- 
try toward the Latin republics of South 
America, but this feeling has been wiped 
out, and it is now understood that the 
vrofessions of friendship this country al- 
wars has made may be accepted as genu- 
ne."’

Rabbi Silverman Thinks That the 
Cure for Social Evils. 


Rabbi Joseph Silverman discussed the 
social problem yesterday morning at the 
He said that the pan- 


munism, nor was it socialism, but in his 
opinion it was individualism. 

The ideals of the standards of living had 
risen, both with the laboring classes and 
with the so-called higher classes, he said. 
Conditions, too, had been bettered. Con- 
ditions of the past were no longer even 
tolerable to those who labored. Men were 
wiser, and readily seized new weapons to 
extricate themselves from former condli- 
tions. That a social revolution was im- 
pending there could be no doubt, Dr. Sil- 
verman asserted. 

Dr. Silverman said that an evil to be 


remedied was to drive out the person who 
flaunted his wealth in the face of the 
poor, exciting envy and resentment. The 
polityal tyrant who could spend a quarter 
of a wnillion dollars in an endeavor to con- 
trol an election belonged to the same cate- 
gory, and should be dealt with by proper 
legislation. When the bubbles and soph- 
istries of communism and socialism were 
pricked and burst, Dr. Silverman believed 
the panacea for existing evils would come 
jin individualism. 


ROCKEFELLER, JR., ON RICHES 


He Tells His Bible Class to be Thank- 
ful They Are Poor. 


John D. Rockefeller, Jr., warned his 
Bible class yesterday against the dangers 
of prosperity, and besought the students 
to realize their good fortune in being 
strugglers and not men overburdened with 
wealth. The death of King Saul brought 
to Mr. Rockefeller’s mind the thought that 
for those who separated from their God 
for the sake of selfish aims, the same 
fate was in store as befel that monarch. 

“Those of you,” he said, ** who believe 
that religion and Christian companion- 
ship are for women are seriously and bit- 
terly mistaken. When you are absorbed 


in worldliness and materialism your con- | 


science becomes dulled. The only thing 


that will keep us from separating from 
God is constant touch with things that 
are for the kingdom of God and the people 
who are working for it. In the last tew 
months I have strongly felt the need of 
j contact with those who are working for 
| the Kingdom of God.” 

Taking up the history of David, Mr. 
Rockefeller discussed the sin of the great 
Psalmist against Uriah, the Hittite, whom 
he caused to be murdered that he might 
obtain his wife. He termed this part of 
the history of David a “‘ sad story.”’ Then 
he considered the sin and the probable 
causes which led up to it. 

‘*His great prosperity,’’ he said, ‘‘ was 
orobably one of the causes. Any man can 
| keep a level head when he its struggling 
| along, but it takes a strong man to stand 
| prosperity. If any of you desire the pros- 

perity that others have, I beseech you to 
cease to regret your lack of it. Rejoice 
that you are gaining strength in your 
struggles. Beware of prosperity and 
thank God that you have hard work and 
a struggle before you. 

‘‘Pernaps another cause which led up 
to the crime committed by David was the 
idleness which followed when he ceased to 
go to the wars and left the work to his 
captains. The devil finds something for 
idle hands to do. I beseech you to be- 
ware of idleness and leisure. 

‘* Self-indulgence was perhaps another 
cause. Desires increase as they are satis- 
fied, and with his power complete, David 
yielded to self-indulgence. When he cov- 
eted Uriah’s wife, his conscience was 
seared. Then he deceived her husband, 
and at last was party to his murder. 

“While we cannot condone the gin of 
David, it is well for us to remember the 
injunction. ‘Let him who is without sin 
among you cast the first stone.’ It has 
for ages been the custom of scoffers to 
say that if David, who committed this sin; 
was a godly man, then the scoffers would 
not be of such as David's kind. But 
while we sin and fall, my friends, it is 
not for us to play the weakling, but it 
is for us to keep on trying to be better 
and working for the kingdom that is 
God's. God grant that we may not allow 
prosperity tossear our consciences.”

THE TOWNSEND LIBRARY. 


An Invaluable Record—Fund Started 
to Recompense the Collector. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It will no doubt interest the admirers 
of the Townsend Library of the Civil 
War, which was purchased and presented 
to Columbia University of this city, and 
who must include all who have examined 
that monumental work, to learn that a 
Townsend fund for the benefit of its 
creator has been inaugurated. To this 
fund Messrs. Andrew Carnegie, J. Pier- 
pont Morgan, the Hon. Seth Low, the 
Rev. Morgan Dix, D. D., and Harvey E. 
Fiske are the first subscribers. 

It is proposed, in this way, to do some- 
thing toward bridging over the gulf be- 
tween the amount actually received by 
Mr, Townsend for his work and the price 
fixed by the Library Committee of the 
United States Senate In bills twice passed 
by that body for tts purchase, but which 
failed to get a hearing in the House. This 
amount, agreed upon when the Mbrary 
still lacked ten years of completion, was 
$40,000. Had the estimate been made in 
1900, it would no doubt have been $50,000, 
if not more. Mr. Townsend assures me 
that the sum he did receive was not suf- 
ficient to pay for his outlay in preparing 
the work, leaving nothing as payment for 
his forty years of toil. 

It ts evident that if the United States 
had engaged Mr. Townsend in 1860 to 
undertake the task which he voluntarily 
and heroically performed, it could not 
have offered him less than $1,200 a year, 
or $48,000 for the forty years. 

It is the opinion of the gentlemen who 
have already subscribed to the fund that 
his fellow-citizens owe Mr. Townsend a 
substantial recompense for what so far 
as he is personally concerned may be 
termed the wasted years of his life. As 
to the historical treasure that he has 
laid up for the, Nation, those best qual- 
ified to Judge have spoken with no uncer- 
tain sound. Of those who have recorded 
thelr opinions may be cited among mili- 
tary men the names of Gens. Grant, Fitz 
John Porter, Schofield, Miles, Howard, 
Wade Hampton, Wheeler, Beauregard, 
and the Comte de Paris; among states- 
men those of John Sherman, John A. Dix, 
and Willlam M. Evarts; among editors 
William Cullen Bryant, Horace Greeley, 
and 8. Irenaeus Prime; among lawyers 
Chief Justice Chase, and among clergy- 
men Henry W. Bellows, to say nothing of 
the entire press of this city, daily and 
weekly, secular and religious. 

I will not, Mr, Editor, trespass upon 
your space in order to give reasons why 
an effort should be made to provide this 
compensation at the present time, as a 
letter has been prepared for this purpose, 
which I should be glad to send to any 
one interested in the subject, and all citi- 
zens who are still thankful for a reunited 
and prosperous Nation should be; as also 
a pamphlet, a new edition of which has 
just been printed. 

Although happy may be the people that 
have no history, still happier must be the 
Nation whose makers and remakers have 
handed down to their posterity a record 
that must to the end of time incite to 
equally heroic deeds and keep burning 
brightly the fires on the altar of patriot- 
ism. 

In this perpetuation and inscribing of 
our National epic, Mr. Townsend has 
borne no inconspicuous part.

DR. HUNTINGTON REPLIES. 


Rector of Grace Church Writes to the 
Rev. Dr. F. de Sola Mendes. 


The Rev. Dr. W. R. Huntington, rector 
of Grace Church, as sent to TH Trimzs 
this copy of a letter written by him to 
the Rev. Dr. F. De Sola Mendes, in an- 
swer to Dr. Mendes’'s wish, expressed last 
week to his congregation, that Dr. Hunt- 
ington should apologize for statements 
made by him at the Diocesan Convention 
with reference to religious work among 
the Jews:

My dear Dr. Mendes: From the morning

|The Week in Money and Stocks— 
| Currency Proposals. 


When a week in Wall Street opens 
jamid such gloom and closes with op- 
timism so rampant, a very natural cu- 
riosity as to the cause is excited.

Definition: Railroad bonds are obl'gations of Railroad 
Companies (usually mortgages upon railroad property) which 
run for a certain length of time at a certain rate of interest. 
It is obvious, therefore, that their valle is determined by two 
sets of conditions—fundamental conditions, relating to the 
security of the bond and making its intrinsic value, and 
accidental conditions, dependent upon the length of time 
that the bond has to run and the rate of interest that it bears, 
To keep these two sets of conditions clearly separated in the 
mind is a matter of the utmost importance. A 5°% 50-year 
bond based on a given security will sell at a widely different 
price from a 39 25-year bond based on the same security, 
yet the only difference is in the accidental conditions.

It was fortunate for the money market 
that so large a share of these San [’ran- 
cisco losses fell upon forelgn insurance 
companies, whose remittances to cover 
their fire losses addad very largely to our 
stock of gold.

MR. GUGGENHEIM WARNS 
AGAINST MINING RISKS 


Most Ore Stocks Now Offered 
Are Flimsy, He Says. 


ONLY ONE MINE IN 300 PAYS 


His Firm’s Name Used to Boom Prop- 
erty In Which It Is Not 
Interested. 


eee 


Wall Street views with increasing alarm 
the progress of the mining boom, which 
has already reached proportions compara- 
ble with the disastrous speculation in the 
late sixties. 

Every day sees a new stock added to 
the swollen list, and, as in the old boom 
days when the big strikes in the bonanza 
mines of California, Colorado, and Mon- 
tana made a market for any kind of pa- 
per representing a hole in the ground, 
the fabulous tales from the new silver 
field in Canada have whetted the popular 
appetite to the point of taking everything 
that is offered. 

Last week eighteen new mining stocks 
appeared on the curb market, and it has 
been estimated that the total face value 
of the shares issued so far this year in 
the United States and Canada foots up to 
$900,000,000 

The mining boom of the sixties burst 
almost in a night and wiped out millions 
of paper profits. Those who follow the 
trend of events in Wall Street see every 
indication of disaster ahead for the pres- 
ent fever of speculation, which is absorb- 
ing stocks of problematic value at stead- 
ily rising prices. 

Daniel Guggenheim, President of the 
American Smelting and Refining Com- 
pany, and head of what is perhaps the 
largest consolidation of mining enterprises 
in the world, gives this word of warning: 

“The flimsy character of the majority 
of the mining stocks that are now finding 
a ready market cannot be too emphatical- 
ly stated,”” Mr. Guggenheim says. ‘“ The 
public hears of the development of great 
values in a mine which the careful in- 
vestigations of mining experts have 
proved beyond guesswork, and overnight 
a market is created for shares in any 
company that can be incorporated to 
cover property adjacent, or even in the 
same district. Even where there are un- 
doubtedly surface indications of ore val- 
ues, it should be borne in mind that 1 
in 800 is a conservative estimate of the 
proportion of prospects that eventually 
fulfill their promise. In the Cobalt field, 
where the purchase by our interests of a 
large share in a mine at a price which 
puts the valuation of the property at $25,- 
000,000 has stimulated an immense popu- 
lar speculation, the name of Guggenheim 
has been harnessed in market gossip to 
properties without number with which 
we have not, and shall not have, any con- 
nection, 

‘The two hundred and ninety-nine fail- 
ures are. forgotten in the one success, and 
that one is made the bait with which the 
public !s tempted™“to three hundred more 
ventures. A great scientifically conducted 
mining enterprise is able, through the 
work of its engineers and geologists, if not 
to deal in certainties, at least to limit the 
chances of failure to the terms of the 
human equation.”’ 


Copper Promoters Active. 


The coming of the new silver stocks into 
the market has not dampened the efforts 
the copper promoters. The rising price 
of the metal and the consequent increase 


in the earnings of the established copper 
properties has helped along the flotation 
of an enormous crop of copper “ pros- 
pects’’ in which the securities of do- 
veloped mines with records as dividend 
payers have been buried out of sight. 
Daily news of fabulous strikes and reck- 
less statements by mining engineers of 
the probable values indicated have stimu- 
lated popular interest in these shares, of 
which thousands are unloaded on the 
public_every day at prices that are easily 
manufactured by familiar methods on the 
curb. Along with this movement the 
legitimate producers have been carried up, 
and many old mines of low grade ore that 
could not make expenses two years ago 
=> now selling above par.

NEGRO PASTORS ASSAIL 
ROOSEVELT’S ARMY ORDER 


One Calls Him a Judas for Dis- 
missing Colored Troops, 


THREATEN A CHANGE IN VOTES 


Mount Olivet Congregation Rises In a 
Body to Condemn the President 
—Much Feeling Shown. 


Deep resentment over the action of 
President Roosevelt in discharging with- 
out honor three companies of the colored 
Twenty-fifth United States Infantry was 
expressed yesterday by the preachors in 
the negro churches of the oity. They pro- 
tested against the arbitrary nature of the 
orcer and declared that the President 
never would have dared to give like treat- 
ment to white soldiers, 

They saw in the selection of a Southsrn- 
er to make the official investigation into 
the troubles at Brownsville a truckling 
to sectional prejudice, and they declared 
in so many words that the negroes of 
New York would seek revenge at the 
ballot box. 

As the preachers expressed their feel- 
ings it was evident that the feelings of 
their congregations had been deeply 
touched also. They punctuated the tell- 
ing points of the sermons with exslama- 
tions of approval. At Mount Olivet Bap- 
tist Church, Fifty-third Street and Sev- 
enth Avenue, the Rev. Dr, Gilbert pre- 
sented resolutions condemning the Presi- 
dent, and they were carried by the con- 
gregation rising in a body. In introducing 
the subject he said: 

“You have often heard me speak in ad- 
miration of the President, but now we 
have lost confidence in him. He has 
yielded to the ungodly prejudice of the 
South and has acted as he never would 
have done with white people. You know 
colored people, and you know that those 
who committed the crime, which we as 
much as any condemn, would never have 
told their comrades. Yet he punishes all 
alike. His own son a few weeks ago re- 
fused to accuse his comrades, and no one 
approved more heartily than the Presi- 
dent.”’ 

The resolutions offered recited the his- 
tory of the Brownsville trouble and went 
on: 

As a church we object to the singling out of 
negro soldiers for a course of treatment that is 
unprecedented in the history of the country. 
We are unalterably opposed to the un-Amer- 
ican idea of making the tnnocent suffer vicari- 
ously for the wrongdoing of a few iity men, 
and we believe that the dismissal of all of the 
men of the three companies referred to is too 
great a concession to prejudice against our 
people. In view of the above-expressed senti- 
ments be it 

Resolved, That the action of the President of 
the United States is most heartily disapproved 
by us, and is so much the more disap) roved 
by us because of the high regard we have 
hitherto cherished for him. 

Resolved, further, That it Is our conviction 
that the order of the President should be forth- 
with rescinded. 

Resolved, further, That a copy of these reso- 
lutions be given to the press for publication, 
and that a copy be sent to the Président and 
also one to the War Department. 

In the Memorial A. M. E. Zion Church 
of Brooklyn the Rev. Dr. F. M. Jacobs 
said:

“When the President, whose life our 
soldiers saved on the red slopes of San 
Juan Hill, whose nomination to the Govy- 
errnorship of New York our votes ratified 
at the ballot box, sends a Southerner full 
of the prejudice gf that section to investi- 

gate a case of lawless disorder, and 
brands With an ineffable stain 130 men 
for the crime of ten or twelve, a people 
with a million votes, which can be cast 
and counted, will smite with unforgiving 
condemnation the next Presidential candi- 
date of the Republican Party. 

“The President's decree was signed the 
day after election. He shot us when our 
gun was empty. But we have two years 
to work, and our slogan shall be a Re- 
publican Congress to protect our people 
in the South, a Democratic President to 
resent the insult he aped upon us. Thus 
shall we answer Theodore Roosevelt, once 
enshrined in our love as our Moses, now 
enshrouded in our scorn as our Judas.”’
